Navy contract 
numbers begin with the letter "N" followed by a five-digit 
number. That five digit number enables this office to locate the 
Navy activity that owns the contract, and request for that 
activity to search its files. You may wish to consult the Federal 
Procurement Data System at https://www.fpds.gov/fpdsng cms/ in 
order to search for contracts that meet your criteria. 




In accordance with 32 CFR 701.8 (a) (2) (c), we will not 
proceed further with your request until we receive additional 
clarification from you. If we do not hear from you within 20 
workdays of the date of this letter, we will assume you are no 
longer interested in this matter and close our file on your 
request .
